London, March 9.—For an act that j 
passed through parliament without a j 
division, that is, without any mem- j 
ber rcgistpring a vote against it, the 
national fnstiranee 
scheme 
against 
sickness and disablement has set up 
a reoord for the extent of the con-1 


11oversy that has raged around it. 
The friendly societies, which have 
insurance 
benefits 
for 
their 
own 
members, smarted the trouble. 
T h e y 
feared that the bill, by forcing their 
members to contribute to the 
gov­ 
ernment scheme, would induce them 
»o leave the societies. This was set- 
tied by approved societies being al­ 
lowed to administer the act so far 
as it dealt with their members. 
Then came the opposition of mis­ 
tresses and 
servants, 
who, besides 
objecting to 
contributing 
their six 
cents weekly each for the insurance 
cf the servant, raised a cry against 
the necessity of sticking the neces­ 
sary stamps in a book. 
Opposition also came 
from large 
employers of labor, chiefly 
in 
the 
cotton district of 
Lancashire, 
who 
held that the extra 
tax 
would 
de­ 
prive them of their profits. 
Other classes have taken up the 
cry against the 
bill, • tho socialists 
among them, as they wanted a sys­ 
tem to which 
the 
workmen would 
rot have to contribute, the state and 
the employer contributing the whole 
of the amount required. 
The most 
serious 
and sustained 
opposition to the bill, however, has 
been that of the medical men, 21,000 
of whom have signed 
a declaration 
that they will not accept service un­ 
der the act. 
The chief objection of 
the doctors is that no adequate 
re­ 
muneration for 
the 
medical 
men 
could be obtained 
under 
the 
aet; 
•hat it would, 
in 
fact, 
amount, to 
'.bout one dollar 
yearly 
for

patient. 
This is only a calculation, 
rs the aer states that the rorminera- 
<’on 
of 
doctors 
who

their 
fames on the list of those agreeing 
to attend 
patients

shall be a matter of agreement be­ 
tween the local 
insurjfhce commTt- 
r.nd the doctors. 
The medical men, 
however, point out that the commit­ 
tees consist oL perhaps eighty mem­ 
bers, only three of whom would be 
medical men, so that the chances of 
adequate remuneration 
are the re­ 
motest. 
The medical men 
also object to 
the 
control 
by 
friendly 
societies, 
chiefly because they believe well to 
co j>eople would creep into friendly 
societies and get medical attendance 
'I the same rate 
as 
the laborers. 
Then there is objection to what is 
known here as the contract system 
This already prevails in certain dis­ 
tricts, 
chiefly

the miners, 
who contribute to a

which a medical man attends those 
contributing for a fixed salary.
